But my concern stems from the tenor 
of the comments that have been made to apparently

suggestion clearly is that this Inquiry has taken an 
approach that has it attempting to point to one of 
the nurses as being responsible for the murders, 
and particularly in the full paragraph where 
Miss Kitely is reported as indicating that the 
investigation of the deaths has turned into a non- 
murder murder inquiry. 

That, taken together with the comment 
attributed to Miss Kitely about three-quarters of the 
way through the article, "The Inquiry appears to be 
trying to point a finger, and every one of us here 
tonight knows it could have happened to one of us."
